During t recent cold weather we 
were obli to wear overcoats and wr 
in our rooms, as our $7-year-old boiler is 
insufficient to carry more than 2 pounds of 
steam. We have been obliged to prop the 
ceilings in the pupils’ dormitory for some 
time, to prevent its falling in. 
tering has fallen on the beds of pupils di- 
rectly beneath, and only fortunate circum- 
stances have prevent serious injury or 
loss of life. 222 ‘fear such a 
mity. The sick rooms are situated di- 
réetly over the laundry, and a constant vi- 
bration and noise of machinery, not only 
retards recovery, but seriously increases 
the disorder. We have now a upll in this 
sick room suffering with high fever, whose 
condition ig greatly gravated by this 
cause. While the existing conditions not 
only endanger the health of the officers 
and pupils . the institution, they are intol- 
rable to any person of humane feelings, and 
I venture to plead that you will make it 
possible for us to receive aid which we are 
so greatly in need.’ 

The governor adds: 

I earnestly concur in the recommenda- 
tions, both of the visiting committee and 
of Supt.

This was my fate last evening when I 
boarded a southbound car at Broadway 
and Locust street. I am not dead—but 
my arms, my back, how they ache. 

I was assigned the task of finding out 
all the uses and abuses of the street car 
strap. I was instructed to hang on to the 
precious strap until I had undergone all the 
experiences of a transit company passen- 
er. 

” ie 5:40 I entered a well-filled southbound 
Broadway car. I immediately reached for 
a strap. I am 8 feet in height; three 
inches less than the average woman. 

Standing on my tip-toes, I succeeded in 
reaching the strap and getting a two-finger 
hold. My toes and the strap acted as a 
pivot. When the car would stop or start 1 
would spin around like a top. 

The average car is 8 feet from ceiling to 
floor. The strap rod is one foot below the 
ceiling. and the strap !s one foot long. The 
supporting strap dangles one foot above 
my head, not ‘irectly over my head—the 
seats of the car are three feet long, and the 
strap is only a foot and a half from the 
side of the car. 

To secure the support of the strap I had 
to reach over the passenger sitting next 
to the aisle, and as it was a long reach, 
I was forced to lean rather heavily on this 
person’s shoulder. 

I observed that but few men clung to 
the straps, and even fewer women. The 
straps are too high and too much to the 
side of the car for even the average man 
to reach with comfort.

Broker James Campbell will reach St.

In spite of the reported absorption of the 
Frisco by the Rock Island, Frifco stock 
sold off on the New York Stock Exchange 
Thursday morning from 866, the close 
Wednesday, to 84. 

The stock sold as high as 88 Wednesday, 
making the actual decline in one day four 
points. 

At 84 the stock is selling 9 points lower 
than the understood basis of the transfer 
of the Frisco.

The consideration is said to have been 
$2000 cash, $4500 new 414 per cent bonds and 
690 of Rock Island common for each 100 
shares of Frisco stock at the par value 
of 310,000. This would place the valuation 
of the Frisco stock on the basis of 93. 

Two explanations are suggested. One is 
that the deal has not gone through. The 
other is that only a controlling interert 
has been acquired by the Rock Island or 
Morgan, and no more stock is wanted, at 
least for the present. 

The manner in which the stock sold off 
was the main topic of conversation in the 
St. Louis brokers’ offices Thursday, as the 
natural expectation was that the stock 
would go up. 

Before 1 o'clock Thursday 
stock rallied to 86, but fell 
85%. 

That the deal has been completed and 
that the transfer will be made through 
the banking house of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
is practically admitted by representatives

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CONSCIENCE AND STREET CAR PACKING. 


The St. Loufs conscience is frequently so tender that it compels 
& passenger who has omitted to pay fare to send the nickel to 
the street railway managers, with an expression of remorse. 
The nickel entitles the passenger to a seat in the car, and a 
reasonably safe ride to his destination. How often does he get 
this? Is it not time for a revelation of conscience from the other 
parties to the contract? 

The trip on an overpacked car, standing in the crowded aisle 
and hanging to a strap, or squeezed unmercifully on one of the 
platforms, is not the equivalent of the fare paid. On the con- 
trary, it subjects the passenger to all sorts of dangers. 
Commenting, at the funeral of a victim, on the dreadful acci- 
dent at Newark, N. J., which resulted from the overpacking of 
a street car, Rev. M. A. Hirsch of that place said: 

We are guilty for having allowed these children to 
meet an awful death. 

We are guilty. Not the slippery ralls, nor the 
weak arm of the motorman, who could not stop a car 
packed to its extreme. 

Why do they crowd human beings in cars like cattle? 
Because we value the dollar above human life. 

The conductor of the car on which these children were killed 
stated that at the time of the accident, when he should have 
got off the car to look along the railway track at the crossing, 
to see if a train were coming, he was packed so tightly in the 
middle of the car that it was a physical impossibility for him 
to perform his duty. 

This condition is repeated daily in St. Lou's. It is a condition 
that must end in accident and death. How long shall it be per- 
mitted to continue? 

New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago and other cit'es are 
moving to put a stop to similar conditions and provide for the 
safety of their citizens. St. Louis merchants and the people 
Generally should be doing their utmost in behalf of human safe- 
ty in this city. Let us instst upon the enforcement ot the 8 
and upon legislation for the effective regulation of street car 
travel.

Meantime Hungry Processions Tra- 
verse London Streets and Royal 
Chamberlains Insist on Strict 

Economy in King’s Household. 


LONDON Feb. 26.—If England did un- 
dertake another European war— especially 
with Germany—her people would be in 
grave danger of quick starvation. Five 
dukes, 11 earls, 8 viscounts, 34 admirals and 
members of Parliament too numerous to 
mention are endeavoring to hammer this 
fact into the British people. It pleases the 
nobility when not compnay-directing to in- 
stitute more or less practical reform for the 
benefit of the common people; but never 
was a crusade of greater importance than 
this one, which aims at investigation of 
Great Britain's food supply in time of war. 

Au association, consisting of the dukes, 
earis and admirals aforesaid, has been 
organized to bring the question before 
Parliament. When you consider that three. 
fourths of the bread and butter, so to 
speak, consumed by the 41,000,000 people in 
the United Kingdom comes from foreign 
sources you will see how serious this mat- 
ter of feeding the hungry would become 
were Great Britain's ports to be blockaded 
a“ la, Castro, 

The peers and commoners have asked 
each other if the British fleet is strong 
enough to protect shipments of neces- 
sary food into the kingdom. The answer 
has been No,“ in a loud, manly volce— 
so loud, in fact, as to be somewhat dis- 
concerting to the non-seagoing gentle- 
men who rule at the admiralty. There 
are r of hungry men in Lon- 
don today, with bread at 9 cents a loaf. 
What * happen when bread goes to 40 
cents a loaf, as corn experts cheerfully 


predict in event of war, is almost beyond 
oonjecture.

Windfall in New Form. 

Speaking of these processions of the 
hungry, I have come to the conclusion, 


with a great many other people, that 
they have degenerated into a new kind 
of swindling game. At first it was a 
great idea, and Hyde Park socialists 
shrieked with enthusiasm at the sight of 
that long column of dejected, tattered 
mon, threading its way desperately 
through the maze of fashionable vehicles 
chanting its doleful hymn, “The poor, the 
poor, are er in the way.” 

But no ood many professional beg- 
gars are getting in the way as well. Cer- 
tain marches were told off, at the begin- 
ning of these street demonstrations, to 
rattle money boxes in the faces of sym- 

athetic estrians, and to ask alms on 

ehalf of the unemployed; and alms came 
in plenty. You could hear an almost con- 
stant “clink” of silver, as the procession 
passed cargagh the fashionable West End 
shopping districts on bright afternoons. 
e proceeds of the day's march were 
among the rank and file, pro 
rata, with something extra for the col- 
lectors. At first the men received 4 shil- 
lings to 6 shillings a day—more than 
some of them could earn at hard labor 
in the best of times. 

They kept on marching. Others swelled 
the ranks. Every east end loafer and pro- 
fessional beggar made haste to join the 
army of the unemployed. It was a bigger 
‘“‘graft’’ while it lasted than any follower 
of Coxey was ever blessed with. 

But collections began to dwindle as the 

ublic began to realize it was being duped. 

ot for many days, however, did march- 
ing become unprofitable. Men came from 
the almshouses, the workhouses and the 
Saivation Army; some of them resigned 
positions paying them 30 shillings a week. 
They could make more as out o' works.“

Haggling With

Servants of royalty have a hard life. 
Codmplaints are especially numerous at 
present regarding the routine at Windsor 
and Buckingham palace. Friction due to 
sharp retrenchment in household expenses 
is painfully apparent, and the white light 
that beats upon the throne” brings some 
shortcomings of royalty into bold relief. 

A few weeks ago the dispute between

@ public scandal. The latest gossip in- 
volves the administration of palace affairs 
by the mysterious board of green cloth. 

Soon after the 8 reign n all 
the servants in the royal establishments 
were addressed by the new Master of the 
Household. In effect, Lord Farquhar’s 
words were these: The Board of Green 
Cloth had not liked to restrict the vener- 
able Queen Victoria in her expenditure, but 
they would not feel such compunction re- 
garding a King. Hence, retrenchment and 
economy would have to be practiced. 

The first economy was to cut down the 
staffs considerably. Many were granted 
pensions or gratuities; several had long

has won King Edward's enthusiastic favor 


for the St. Louis World’s Fair, and this 
gives assurance that Great Britain will 
equal, if not surpass, any foreign country 
with its exhibit. 

At luncheon today with Lord Lansdowne, 
foreign secretary. President Francis was 
fully informed of Great Britain's determi. 
nation to make a big showing. 

Lord Lansdowne said President Francis’ 
audience with the King Wednesday had 
impressed the ruler with the importance 
that England make an exhibit second to 
none, save America’s. 

The King insists that this is a diplomatic, 
as well as a commercial necessity. 

The influence that this will have among 
manufacturers cannot be estimated by 
Americans. 

The big industries, anxious to win favor 
at the throne, will fall in line quickly and 
do their best for England's credit. 

It will also mean a big advertisement for 
the Fair, which will now find ready space 
in the press. 

As soon as Lord Lansdowne determines 
on the scope of the English exhibit, King 


Edward will appoint a royal commission, 


representatives of which will visit St. 
Louls in the next few months. 

The King will send the late Queen Vic- 
toria’s priceless collection of jubilee pres- 
ents for exhibition at the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition as his personal con- 
tribution toward the success of the Ex- 
position. 

His Majesty said that he thought noth- 
ing probable would be more appreciated by 
the American and Canadian visitors to the 
St. Louis World's Fair than this national 
memento to Queen Victoria’s reign. 

Mr. Francis, on behalf of the Exposition, 
expressed his thanks to King Edward for 
the promised exhibit. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent is in- 
formed that Germany intends to make a 
splendid exhibit, especially in the new 
alcohol fuel and light industry, in oduca- 
tion and in art.
